They found, as have 
others before them, that “racial 
discrimination in the United States 
probably is the most important of 
all the natural barriers to prog- 
ress of cooperation and friendship 
with the new African countries 
and with others in the process of 
emerging as nations.” 


They add a bit of new data to 
our knowledge. Even Africans who 
are our friends and who under- 
stand the peculiar problems of the 
United States were found by the 
senators to “react emotionally”’ 
to instances of discrimination or 
violence in the United States.

She began calmly enough. She 
wanted to know why this country, 
although receiving United Nations 
and ambassadorial diplomats 
from the new African countries, 
nonetheless permitted them to be 
subjected to a considerable num- 
ber of humiliations and insults in 
seeking housing in Washington and 
New York. 


With Emotion 


As she proceeded with her ques- 
tioning, which was really a story 
of discrimination, she be came 
more and more emotional. “It is 
difficult to feel friendly when 
oneself and one’s country are so 
often snubbed or insulted,”’ she 
continued, her voice and hands 
trembling with the intensity of her 
feelings. 


This is but one example which 
sustains the findings of the three 
senators, that even our friends re- 
act emotionally to instances of ra- 
cial violence and discrimination 
in the country toward which they 
look with so much hope and ex- 
pectation and for which they oth- 
erwise have so much respect. 


The Kennedy administration 
somehow has managed to create 
a great deal of hope and expecta- 
tion. It has in it men with ideas 
and techniques they are eager to 
try. It wants to attempt new 
things where old ones have failed. 
The Lumumba case will handicap 
us and the Congo for a long time 
to come. It will require more of 
our diplomats and of our public 
knowledge of the issues. 


But we will move officially to 
grapple with it and the many de- 
mands growing out of the huge 
continent where so much that is 
confused, yet vital, is crowding 
into the last half of a century 
which is already heavy’ with 
events which have shaken our 
world. Two nations in it, the Unit- 
ed States and Russia, are probing 
into space and reaching for. the 
planets while the newest nations 
are emerging from colonialism, 
illiteracy, and the clutching con- 
finements of a tribal culture which 
psychologically stifles . individual 
development:

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—The 
United States came swiftly to the 
defense of Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold Tuesday in the 
face of new Soviet demands for 
his removal. 


Adlai E. Stevenson declared that 
the United States supports Ham- 
marskjold and is happy to reaf- 
firm that position.”’

WASHINGTON—President Ken- 
nedy reaffirmed in the strongest 
terms Tuesday the reliance of the 
United States on its system of 
foreign political and military al- 
liances for security against Com- 
munist expansionist aims. 


This expression of Kennedy ad- 
ministration policy was delivered 
at a White House luncheon for 
Denmark's prime minister, Viggo 
Kampmann, first of a series of 
heads of government to come to 
Washington to see the new Pres- 
ident. 


HAILS DANISH ROLE 


While Denmark was small, 
Kennedy said, “the defense of the 
United States. depends in great 
measure on the generosity’ and 
the strong heart of Denmark.” 


This was the first opportunity 
for the new President to declare 
in the most direct terms his 
continued support of the postwar 
alliance system begun by former 
President Truman and continued 
by President Eisenhower. 


Kennedy had declared in earlier 
messages his continued support 
of the United Nations and of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, to which Denmark adheres, 
but this was his first chance to 
single out a small country and 
to assert its value to the U.S. 
defensive system. 


DANE HOPES HIGH 


While Denmark was small, Ken- 
nedy said at the White House 
luncheon, “‘the defense of the 
United States depends in a great 
measure on the generosity and 
strong heart of Denmark.” 


For Denmark, Kampmann de- 
clared his country’s continued in- 
terest in U.S. efforts to bring 
about “greater cooperation be- 
tween all nations in a move to- 
ward new frontiers of peaceful 
progress in years to come.” His 
country, he said, was watching 
the new leadership of Kennedy 
“with high hopes and expecta- 
tion.”

Negro School Suit 
Seeks to Block Aid 


WASHINGTON (?}—A suit to bar the use of federal 
funds for racially segregated schools in any part of the 
country was filed in U.S. District Court Tuesday by five 


Virginia Negroes. 


The complaint, which names 
President Kennedy and several 
other officials as defendants, 
seeks a permanent injunction to 
restrain the government ‘from 
appropriating or disbursing fed- 
eral funds to any of the thou- 
sands of institutions in both the 
southern and northern parts of 
the United States’’ where racial 
discrimination is practiced. 


The suit was filed in an effort 
to block aid to “‘federally impact- 
ed school districts,” those heavily 
populated by federal workers and 
servicemen. It also seeks to bar 
federal aid tc segregated schools 
from the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act, which aids guidance, 
federal language and science pro- 
grams, and aid from the National 
Science Foundation, among other 
federal programs. 


Plaintiffs in the action are 
three Norfolk attorneys, Joseph A. 


Jordan Jr., 35: Edward A. Daw- 
ley Jr., 35, and Leonard Winston 
Holt Jr., 32; a Virginia’ Theo- 
logical Seminary student, Bar- 
bara A. Thomas, 21, and a stock- 
man at the naval supply center 
in Norfolk, Johnua Golden Jr., 31.

If reports of a date change in the 
next governor’s election represent a trial 
balloon, we would urge the floaters to 
hold onto the string for a minute. 

“The Georgia Democratic Executive 
Committee ought to think with care be- 
fore it moves the September primary for- 
ward to August.

Lumumba Was Victim 
Of Chaos He Wrought 


The murder of Patrice Lumumba has 
plunged the Congo and the United Na- 
tions into a new and graver crisis. It is 
invaluable to the Soviet Union and the 
Communist movement in Africa and to 
Khrushchev’s tactics of inflaming new 
propaganda against the U.N. and the 
West. 

Lumumba, the man responsible for 
plunging the Congo into chaos and vio- 
lence, died by the violence he had pro- 
moted. Yet the Communists are making a 
hero and a martyr of him, again demand- 
ing ouster of Hammarskjold and censure 
of Belgium. In addition, Moscow issues 
a virtual ultimatum for withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from the Congo within a 
month. 

For its effect upon U.N. efforts and 
for the windfall it gives Communist prop- 
agandists and fellow-travelers through- 
out the world. Lumumba’s death is to be 
regretted. But if civil war is the result— 
a war which could embroil the United 


«States and the Soviet Union—let it be re- 


membered that Lumumba alive was also 
an active promoter of violence, chaos and 
irresponsibility. 

Soviet attacks on Hammarskjold, the 
United Nations and the government of 
President Kasavubu is an attack on the 
government which the majority of U.N. 
members have recognized. While Khru- 
shchev will make gains, the U.N. can do 
nothing but support its present course to 
the hilt. 

While every avenue for a peaceful 
solution must be sought, it would be well 
to remember that if the Soviets seek to 
promote and sustain a limited war in 
Africa, the West has the advantage. We 
must be prepared to act on that premise 
or accept the alternative of eventual dom- 
ination of the continent by Moscow.

Lincoln’s Birthday 
Ought To Be Holiday 


Only one American is honored by hav- 
ing his birthday designated a legal holi- 
day throughout the nation. That man is 
George Washington. 

Last week a bill was introduced in the 
Senate to make Abraham Lincoln’s birth- 
day a legal holiday. 

At present all but 16 states commemo- 
rate Lincoln’s birthday. Nine of those that 
do not were members of the Confederacy. 

It would seem un-arguable that this 
country ought to commemorate and cele- 
brate Lincoln’s birthday. It would also 
seem that if Southern representatives and 
senators would be among the first to rally 
behind the bill, such action would go a 
long way toward proving to the rest of 
the country (and to ourselves) that the 
South is a full-fledged part of the nation, 
that Southerners are Americans before 
they are Southerners. 

It’s a little thing, of course. But little 
actions often have worlds of meaning and 
great effect.

For four days next week Atlanta will be host 
to a distinguished group of local, state and na- 
tional physicians who will participate in the 1961 
Atlanta Graduate Medical Assembly.

The meeting focuses attention on the nation’s 
health and health care needs. Medical achieve- 
ments in this century have been dramatic and 
rapid. They account in part, too, for the new 
host of problems now being debated in and out

On the achievement side one cannot overlook 
that mortality rates have dropped by almost 
one-half in this country from 1900 to 1960. The 
Health Information Foundation has just. reported 
that the 1960 death rate in the United States 
was only 9.4 per 1,000. The 190 rate was 17.2. 
This 45 per cent reduction did not just happen. 
_ Medical science, improvements in education and 
and research brought it about. 
groups have experienced a de- 


The American Medical Assn. makes a good 
case for the profession generally in keeping 
costs down. While medical costs are up 108 per 
cent in the past 20 years, costs of other serv- 
ices have increased at a more rapid rate. The 
average American now spends 6 cents of his 
consumer dollar on health. He is complaining. 

Physicians, says the AMA, average 60 hours 
of work each week and see more patients than 
they did 20 years ago. And therein lies one of 
the most immediate and pressing problems fac- 
ing the profession and the country as a result 
of the lower mortality rates and population 
growth. | 

While the number of people increases, there 
are fewer persons seeking medical educations. 
The nation faces a drastic shortage of doctors 
by 1970. The profession is not blind to this, to 
the high cost of medical education and the need 
for more medical schools. It knows, too, that 
longer life spans and the great reduction in 
infant mortality have altered the structure of 
ot aad and the medical profession’s relation 

it. 3

With Vandiver’s announcement now removing the political heat, 
let it be suggested that this issue of legislative independence be fought 
out in the next governor’s election and decided by the people. 

A Department of Administration of the North Carolina type might 
be the way to bring sound, long-range money planning into effect here. 
A governor's present power to spend up surplus revenues also might 
be inspected with an eye to reasonable control. A new fiscal footing 
must be found, without cynical power grabs by either branch.

WASHINGTON—The appearance of a peri- : . 


odical of opinion designed to promote the po Bia am 
litical fortunes of the Republican Party deserves S88 Sax. 
to be rated an event. A big reason is that for years the

interest of many of the ablest editors and writers in the periodical 
field has been to promote the political fortunes of the Democratic 


Party. 

But the launching of this journal 
of opinion has claims to being 
catalogued as an event beyond 
its general purpose to replace 
Democrats in office with Repub- 
licans. It has no financial back- 
ing in that party. It is a cam- 
pus product by undergraduates. 
And it originates on a campus 
where the voice of Democratic 
“liberalism” has largely pre- 
vailed: Harvard College. 


“Advance” is the name of this 
duckling among a brood of cock- 
erels whose ambition is one day 
to grow into great political game- 
cocks like Schlesinger Jr., Gal- 
braith and Harris. It is to be 
published five times a year. In 
its first issue, dated February 
1961, ‘“‘Advance”’ expresses the be- 
lief that “a new philosophy, not 
yet fully articulated, will most 
likely evolve within the Repub- 
lican Party” and “most likely 

. will emanate .. . from the 
progressive Republicans.”’ To help 
develop this philosophy is its an- 
nounced mission. 


The Psalmist has not yet made 
good his prediction that the meck 
shall inherit the earth. But the 
young have certainly inherited the 
executive power in this nation. 
And since they are governing 


their inheritance in the name of 
the Democratic Party majority, 
it is in the national interest that 
other unmeek young people shall 
arise to contest the future with 
them. 

The Harvard collegians sound 
no uncertain trumpet. “We are 
Republicans,”’ they announce, with 
“no apology of any kind.” 

‘‘Nixon and Lodge came close to 
capturing the popular vote and 
the Republican delegation in Con- 
gress was significantly increased. 
It would thus be unrealistic to 
assert that the Republican Party 
could profit by adopting Demo- 
cratic programs. But it would be 
equally unrealistic to fail to re- 
assess our position in the light of 
1960 Republican defeats.”

Schlesinger Gets 
His First Task 


WASHINGTON—Arthur Schlesinger Jr. 
been sent on the Kennedy Food-for-Peace mis- 
sion to South America to dramatize the New 
Frontier’s hospitality to writers and thinkers.

Schlesinger, Pulitzer 


Prize-winning historian and erstwhile Harvard professor of history, 
will refute by his presence on the administration’s first mission to 
the South, Latin-American charges that anti-intellectualism prevails 


in the United States. 

Schlesinger and George McGov- 
ern, Food-for-Peace director, will 
confer with South American offi- 
cials in Argentina, Brazil and 
Uruguay. Schlesinger will then 
join the assistant director of the 
program, James M. Symington, 
and will seek out university rec- 
tors and student bodies in other 
Latin American countcies to ex- 
plain to them the big change jn 
Washington. 

The South American tour is 
Schlesinger’s first public assign- 
ment since he became an as- 
sistant at the White House. He 
has been variously identified as a 
court philosopher, a historian in 
residence, an ambassador to the 
cultural world and a_ speech 
writer. 

Actually, though, the job has 
yet to take any definite shape and 
Schlesinger is now something of 
an odd-job’s man. Although a 
principal speech writer for Adlai 
Stevenson, he has not written a 
line for the new President. The 
drafting of the State’ of the Union 
speech was in the hands of White 
House counsel Theodore C. Sor- 


-enson, who is the author of the 


multiple messages which  Ken- 
nedy has been sending up to Capi- 
tol Hill. : | 
Presumably Schlesinger will 
function in the area between Sor- 
enson, who has charge of the ad-

ministration’s leyislative pro 
gram, and special assistant for 
national security affairs, Mc- 
George Bundy, who is concerned 
with foreign affairs. 

Schlesinger, an early Harvard 
convert to the Kennedy cause, 
was offered the job of Librarian 
of Congress, which he refused be- 
cause, according to his friends, 
he wished to be nearer the cen- 
ter of power. 

“Arthur was always pounding 
a typewriter while the big de- 
cisions were being made,” ex- 
plained one of them. ‘‘He wants 
to be in the thick of things.”’ 

He is expected to give counsel 
to the President on long-range 
problems that do not come up in 
the day-to-day r-utine. 

Schlesinger works in an office 
formerly occupied by Robert K. 
Gray, who was secretary to the 
Eisenhower Cabinet.

“But I cannot in good con- 


science, Mr. President, give my 
assent to an_undefined and never- 
ending program which seeks to 
achieve the impossible and 
Utopian end of making the world 
over in our own image. 

“Mr. President, I know of no 
man possessed of conscience and 
a sense of Christian duty who 
would not vote for all reasenable 
and practical programs designed 
to assure the safety of his coun-

“By the same token, Mr. Pres- 
ident, I cannot understand how 
any man could vote to squander 
the resources of his country 
through a program shrouded in 
secrecy, devoid of any promise 
of accomplishment and steeped 
in the threat of national bank- 
ruptcy.

Events and developments since 
those statements’ were made not 
only have not caused me to 
change my views but rather have 
strengthened my holding of them. 
I think they make it clear be- 
yond doubt that my opposition is 
to indiscriminate foreign spend- 
ing, particularly in the economic 
realm and not to the concept of 
mutual security or Christian 
charity. 

Proof that the current gold 
crisis has its roots in such in- 
discriminate spending over the 
past 15 years is incontrovertible. 
It is that spending which I would 
end and it is against that spend- 
ing that I have voted and shall 
continue to vote for as long as I 
have the privilege to serve the 
people of Georgia in the Senate 
of the United States.

Nothing hurts us more than to be called 
“odd."’ To be odd (to be “‘peculiar’’) is to be 
like an extra glove or extra shoe—cast off. We 
all desperately fear having nothing to be paired with, 


40, 50, 60 miles per hour and 
then 85, flying speed. Charlie 
Hurt eased back on the stick, the 
trainer trembled for a second, 
but then it was airborn.

companies.” 
PUBLIC NEED 

“I’m a dealer,” Harrell said, 
“but we need to think about the 
general public. It’s the people who 
need the protection of a title law.” 


The House Motor Vehicles Com- 
mittee voted down, seven to four, 
an amendment offered by Rep. 
Fred Jones of Lumpkin County 
that would restrict the title law to 
new cars—after the appearance 
of 1963 models—for a five-year | 
period and then apply to all cars. 


The committee approved the 
proposal by Rep. J. Ebb Duncan 
of Carroll County that would re- 
quire title registration of any new 
or used car sold in Georgia after 
Jan. 1, 1962, and all cars in the 
state within three years. 


However, Rep. Jones plans to 
introduce his amendment on the 
House floor when Duncan's bill 
comes up for debate. 


IRON OUT KINKS 

Jones maintained the law should 
be applied only to new cars until 
the kinks can be ironed out. 

“We'd be trying to title too 
many cars with something that 
might not be effective,” said 
Jones, urging the titling only of 
new cars for five years. 

“‘We can’t ever have a title law 
unless we start somewhere,”” Dun- 
can replied. 

And he added, ‘‘I feel that a per- 
son who buys a used car is en- 
titled to title protection just as 
much as a person who can afford 
to buy a new car.”

Twitty said “prejudice and big- 
otry will be out the window” in 
the future races. He predicted an 
upsurge of interest in the ‘next 
governor's race from parents and 
businessmen interested in good 
government.

He is 
a designer who for 12 years has 
established his name as the 
trademark for fabulous period 
and contemporary clothing at 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 


As an authority on the apparel 
of the Civil War era, Mr. Plun- 
kett is in Atlanta to participate 
in the Centennial celebration 
build-up. 


He will be the guest speaker 
of the Atlanta Fashion Group 
luncheon at the Capital City 
Club Friday, Feb. 17. 


PARTY-FASHION 


Saturday, Mr. Plunkett will 
attend the Centennial party- 
fashion show at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Kennedy on 
Habersham Way. Featuring 
tableaux of 1860 costumes, this 
is the affair given for the bene- 
fit of the Junior Committee of 
the Atlanta Symphony Guild to 
show you how you should dress 
for the Invitational Centennial 
Ball in March. 


While Mr. Plunkett still re 
ceives fan mail for his costum- 
ing of ‘‘Gone With the Wind” 
and has more recently won new 
laurels for his “Raintree Coun- 
ty” design, he doesn’t limit 
himself to the Civil War styles. 


His most recent designs are 
currently being seen in the Edna 
Ferber classic, “Cimarron.”’ In- 
cidentally, Mr. Plunkett de- 
signed the clothes for the orig- 
inal version of this panorama of 
American living. 


During his Berkeley little thea- 
ter era, Mr. Plunkett had been 
introduced to Howard Greer, 
one of filmdom’s most noted de- 
signers. Greer was impressed 
with some of the sketches Wal- 
ter had done for his own enjoy- 
ment and upon hearing he was 
in Hollywood arranged an ap- 
pointment. He gave the novice 
designer some advice. 


“Be confident,” he advised,

full-time designer. 


He remained at RKO until 
1935, when he left to satisfy a 
long-suppressed desire to de- 
sign a line of his own for a 
New York manufacturer. The 
first collection was barely fin- 
ished when the studio asked 
him to return immediately to 
create for Katharine Hepburn. 


It was the beginning of a hap- 
py association for the designer. 
Later he designed the clothes 
for the star’s version of “‘Lit-

created were so successful that

Unfor- 
tunately Mr. Plunkett can’t 
bring this wardrobe to Atlanta 
but he will have sketches of 
Scarlett’s gowns and dashing at- 
tire created for Rhett Butler.

Plunkett signed a long-term con- 
tract with M-G-M where he has 
since clothed such famous 
celebrities as Ava Gardner, 
Lana Turner, June Allyson, 
Jennifer Jones, Spencer Tracy, 
Stewart Granger, Gene Kelly 
and Michael Wilding.

Q. I have been sewing for 
30 years and one thing still 
bugs me. When making 
rounded collars such as the 
Peter Pan type, the edge al- 
ways pulls as though there 
is a strain there and it’s 
lumpy. After trimming the 
seam allowance I always clip 
here and there, but that 
doesn’t seem to do the trick. 
Please tell me what to do. 
Mrs. J. M. 


A. First of all, don’t just 
trim the seam allowance, but 
blend the seam edges. In other 
words, trim the facing very 
close to the stitching. If the col- 
lar is interfaced, trim so it’s 
just a little wider, and then 
trim the outside collar a bit 
wider than the interfacing. In- 
stead of clipping, you must cut 
wedges at even intervals (as 
illustrated) to remove bulk and 
strain. But, only cut enough 
away to allow seam edges to 
lie evenly and smoothly.

FIREBALL ROBERTS HOLDS LOADED DECK —- WITH 4 ACES — 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (#—Glenn Roberts, 
better known to racing fans as ‘Fireball,’ now 
has four .aces. 


When the Daytona Beach stock car racing driv- 
er averaged 155.709 miles an hour in a five-mile 
qualifying run this past weekend at Daytona In- 
ternational Speedway, it was his fourth record 
on a major track. 


Roberts, who picked up the nickname ‘‘Fire- 
ball’’ during his baseball playing days and not 
from racing, also won the inside pole position for 
the Daytona 500 Feb. 26 in a Sunday 25-mile race. 
He averaged 154.440. 


He now holds the qualifying records at Day- 


tona, Darlington, Atlanta and Charlotte tracks. No 
other driver, say stock car race officials, has ever 
held so many at major tracks. 


Roberts’ four-lap qualifying record at Darling- 
ton stands at 127.750 m.p.h. At Atlanta, he cir- 
cled the banks at 133.870 in qualifying runs for 
the Dixie 300 and 134.596 in trial runs for the At- 
lanta 500 in October. 


Roberts sped around the Charlotte Speedway 
in qualifying for the World 600 last June with his 
Pontiac at 133.904 m.p.h. and again it was Rob- 
erts on the pole for the National 400 at Charlotte 
in October being clocked at 133.465. 


Prior to Roberts’ pace of 155.709, at Daytona 
the record was held by Jack Smith at 152.129. 


Roberts enjoyed much success in the qualify- 
ing time trials last season at the major tracks but 
had bad luck in every race save one—the Dixie 
300. It was either mechanical failure or excessive 
tire wear that prevented Roberts from taking 
more than his one victory.
